Luring the three centuries of 
Chinese rule, .Formosa was 
populated by Chinese from the 
mainiand. some of whom came 
as refugees from invasions.

For- 
mosa was considered for this 
purpose, but for various rea- 
sons, it seemed more destrabie 
to secure these rights in Japan. 
This decision resulted in Com- 
modore Perry's expedition to 
Japan which played an impor- 
tant role in breaking down Ja- 
pan's isolation from the rest 
of the world and setting her
